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Devils Would If They Could 


In mid-October of 1979, an earthquake with little power 
shook San Diego County. It should come as no great 
surprise that the damage most costly was done at 
Sweetwater High. 

It was in all the papers. 

Still, contrary to popular belief, the biggest jolt did not 
hit Coronado, Hilltop, or Montgomery. The real tremblor 
rolled through National City late in November. 

Sweetwater High missed post-season play of football for 
the first time since 1975 and at last report, the Red 
Devils were still trying to assess the damage. 

It was clearly a perplexing development for a football 
team ranked #3 prior to the season and missing any 
kind of rank at the conclusion of game #9. Su-Hi fin¬ 
ished Metro League play with a 6-3 record losing to the 
top three teams in the division. Hilltop handled Su-Hi 
handily 17-7, Montgomery kicked past the Devils 9-7, 
and Coronado shocked the gridders 13-9. All the games 
were close, but the outcome was in favor of the oppo¬ 
nent. 

Damages of the jolt ranged from hurt pride to bruised 
bodies, but rumors have it that all damage has been re¬ 
paired quite easily. 

The quake did leave certain things standing strong as 
Thane Sevier finished third in the League in passing and 
second in total offense. Terry Hubbard concluded with 
654 yards rushing, good for third in the League. Also, 
Junior Clyde Sewell caught 32 passes and dazzled the 
crowds with his outstanding acrobatic antics. 

Red Devil football is still the pride and heart of Sweet¬ 
water and all the pain, hard-fought games, and memo¬ 
ries are securely planted in Hudgins Field. The problem 
is that the shock felt by all Red Devils measured fourth 
place on the Metro League richter scale. Sweetwater is 
prepared for the next tremblor though, and all Red 
Devils will certainly be standing on solid ground.
